In  addition,  the  questionnaires  gave  us  a  good  deal  of  unmeasurable  information, 
all  the  more  valuable  because  it  was  in  the  words  of  the  subscribers  themselves. 
Some  of  these,  dealing  with  politics  and  cultural  preferences,  are  quoted  on  the 
opposite  page.  We  learned  much  about  the  effects  and  validity  of  repeat  broad- 
casts, of  preferred  listening  time,  news  broadcast  times,  and  about  good  and  bad 
FM  reception  areas. 

We  would  like  to  make  our  unusual  programming  available  at  the  mos.t  convenient 
time  and  the  questionnaire  has  been  of  great  help  here.  Above  all,  we  learned  that 
the  diversity  of  our  programming  and  presentation  matches  and  is  justified  by  the 
diversity  of  the  subscribers  themselves.
